With visor down 
and lance in rest they fought, there upon the 
highway, till at last one gay steed galloped 
riderless uway over the mead, leaving his 
master prone upon the earth with mortal 
wound. As the life-blood trickled from his 
wounds, the dying warrior cast his eye upon 
the Shield, and called to the victor, and point- 
ing upwards, said, ‘‘Thou wast right, Sir 
Knight; behold the Shield is gilded, as thou 
saidst. Thy pardon nowl crave.” ‘‘Stay, 
friend,” said the other, ‘‘behold thou, too, 
‘wast right; for on the other side the Shield is 
silver.” And soit was. The western face of 
that Shield was silver, and the other gold.

Thus like the silly knights do men and 
women go ghrough the world, judging not 
merely of things, but of each other, from their 
own stand-point.

Having just read an article on the a- 
tion of timber in your paper of December 8th, 
and believing that some cheap, certain, and 
practical method of arresting the decay of 
timber, and ¢specially of fence would 
save an enormous of la and ex- 
pense in re ences every few years, 
therefore I to give a cheap and 
certain method for the preservation of posts— 
without cost of patent, and yet it is a ‘‘white 
substance” which is easily obtained. It is 
salt. I examined posts this season which a 
friend had set twenty-five years ago, and yet 
they show very little sign of decay. How 


much longer they will I know not, but 
presume from present a that 
they will last some fifteen or twenty years | 


yet. 

Another friend has two lines of fence which 
were made as near alike as could be, ex 
the posts for one line were salted and the 
others were not. These two lines were built 
eight years ago, and the difference is now 
very perceptible. The which were not 

vor of standing, for they 
are ree every direction, while those 
which were: stand firm and erect, just as 
though they defied the ravages of time. 

Now for the It is simple, cheap, 
and easy, and without cost of patent, and has 
been tested more than two years, like that 
white substance which I read of. Bore two 
holes in each post with an inch auger—~one so 
that it will be about six inches under ground 
when set, and the other about a foot above 
the surface—fill the holes nearly fall of salt, 
and plug them up with short pins. 

To have the greatest effect, posts should be 
salted and wet while the timber is green, so : 
as to prevent the sap from souring, which, I 
think, is the start of decay.
